Sen.  Speier  holds  1 town  hair  meeting 

'Big  issues'  on  the  minds  of  Richmond  residents

Issues  extending  beyond  the 
bounds  of  the  Richmond  District 
dominated  a  ’town  hall’  meeting 
held  by  State  Sen.  Jackie  Speier 
on  Saturday,  July  10. 

Approximately  50  citizens 
met  with  Speier  in  the  auditorium 
at  the  Presidio  Middle  School. 
Speier  was  elected  to  the  state 
senate  in  1998  to  represent 
District  8,  which  includes  the 
southwest  portion  of  San 
Francisco  and  northern  San 
Mateo  County,  a  district  that  was 
formerly  represented  by  Quentin 
Kopp,  who  is  now  a  judge. 

David  Heller,  president  of  the 
Geary  Boulevard  Merchants' 
Association,  opened  the  meeting 
by  presenting  a  plaque  express¬ 
ing  the  association’s  appreciation 
of  Speier ’s  work. 

Other  residents  brought  up  a 
range  of  local  and  state  concerns, 
including  the  Central  Freeway  is¬ 
sue,  housing,  education,  Proposi¬ 
tion  187,  senior  health  care  and 
insurance  issues. 

Senior  health  care  and  insur¬ 
ance  are  among  Speier’s  special¬ 
ties.  She  chairs  the  Senate 
Insurance  Committee,  which  is 
responsible  for  developing  laws 
that  affect  managed  health  care 
plans,  as  well  as  those  concern¬ 
ing  automobile,  life  and  home  in¬ 
surance  coverage. 


“Being  a  senior  with  health 
problems,  I  am  an  endangered 
species,”  said  a  woman  who  ex¬ 
pressed  her  worries  about  limited 
coverage  by  her  HMO. 

“There  is  a  move  afoot  by 
HMOs  to  drop  seniors,”  Speier 
replied.  “We  have  allowed  health 
care  in  California  to  go  from  not- 
for-profit  to  for-profit  and  once 
we  allowed  that  to  happen  it 
changed  health  care  from  being 
the  relationship  between  you  and 
your  physician,  to  being  a  rela- 


The  San  Francisco  Free  Clinic 
can  move  from  Clement  Street  to 
a  new  location  at  4900  California 
St.  after  receiving  the  blessing  of 
a  unanimous  vote  by  SF  Planning 
Commission  members  July  15. 

The  free  clinic’s  move  re¬ 
ceived  both  support  and  opposi¬ 
tion  from  neighbors. 

At  the  Discretionary  Review 
hearing  held  before  the  planning 
commission,  opponents  of  the 
move  presented  a  petition  with 
more  than  100  signatures.  Some 
testified  the  clinic  would  have  a 
negative  effect  on  the  character 
of  the  neighborhood  by  increas¬ 
ing  parking  problems  and  lower¬ 
ing  property  values.

Though  some  neighborhood 
residents  disapproved  of  the 
move,  many  more,  including  The 
Planning  Association  for  the 
Richmond,  Richmond  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Community  Center, 
Coleman  Advocates  for  Children 
and  Youth  and  the  couple  that 
live  next  door  to  the  clinic’s  new 
site,  support  the  move.  The  com¬ 
munity-at-large  showed  their  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  move  by  presenting 
a  petition  with  more  than  750 
signatures. 

The  free  clinic  is  structured  to 
run  like  a  private  practice,  and 
patients  are  seen  by  appointment 
only.  In  1994  doctors  Richard 
and  Patricia  Gibbs  founded  the 


tenant  rights,  the  Ellis  Act  and 
Central  Freeway  issues  -  were 
also  hotly  debated  at  the  meeting. 
But  Speier,  a  state  official,  for  the 
most  part  could  only  listen. 

“Small  property  owners  are 
being  caught  in  the  crossfire  be¬ 
tween  tenants  who  need  afford¬ 
able  housing  and  large-scale  de¬ 
velopers  and  large-scale  property 
owners,”  said  one  Richmond 
District  property  owner. 


.clinic,  which  provides  services 
such  as  basic  vaccinations  and 
screenings  for  cancer  and  heart 
disease. 

According  to  Richard,  the 
clinic  has  treated  more  than  500 
patients  within  a  10-block  radius 
of  the  new  site.  Currently  about 
15  patients  per  day  are  treated  or 
diagnosed  and  the  move  to  the 
new  building  will  increase  that 
number  to  25. 

“We  selected  this  building  be¬ 
cause  it  has  a  quiet,  neighborly 
and  welcoming  look,"  Patricia 
said.  "This  fits  exactly  with  the 
nature  of  the  service  that  we  pro¬ 
vide -good  family  medical  care.” 


Police  still 

writing 

tickets; 

'traffic 

calming' 

urged

Police  officers  told  local  resi¬ 
dents  at  a  July  20  community  fo¬ 
rum  that  record  numbers  of  com¬ 
muters  are  being  ticketed  for 
speeding  and  running  red  lights 
on  local  streets.  At  the  meeting, 
which  was  held  at  the  Richmond 
Police  Station,  residents  also 
learned  that  other  large 
metropolitan  areas  have  experi¬ 
mented  with  “traffic  calming” 
strategies  that  force  drivers  to  put 
on  the  brakes. 

“We  are  writing  anywhere 
from  200  to  255  tickets  in  seven 
days  for  moving  violations,”  said 
Capt.  Richard  Horn.  Residents 
were  told  that  motorists  are  fre¬ 
quently  driving  at  speeds  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  45  mph  on  streets  posted 
as  25  mph  zones. 

The  traffic  nightmare  is  accel¬ 
erating  because  of  a  building 
boom  that  has  brought  new  resi¬ 
dents  and  their  cars,  to  the  city. 
Data  from  the  state  Department 
of  Motor  Vehicles  confirms  the 
number  of  cars  registered  in  the 
City  has  jumped  by  16,000  in  the 
last  five  years. 

“Development  all  over  the 
City  -  the  increased  traffic  is  a 
reflection  of  that,”  said  Lt. 
Michael  Jefferies. 

The  community  forum  was  set 
in  motion  by  SF  Mayor  Willie 
Brown,  who  launched  a  two¬ 
pronged  San  Francisco 
Pedestrian  Safety  Program  in 
May  after  a  spate  of  pedestrian 
fatalities.  In  addition  to  a  crack¬ 
down  on  red  light  runners  and 
speeders  by  police,  the  program 
includes  an  outreach  component 
with  public  discussions. 

The  mayor  announced  his  pro¬ 
gram  just  one  month  after  receiv¬ 
ing  petitions  containing  the  sig¬ 
natures  of  more  than  650 
Richmond  residents  urging 
stepped-up  traffic  enforcement 
along  the  busy  Geary  Boulevard 
commercial  corridor. 

“We  want  to  make  it  a  safe 
place  for  pedestrians,”  said  Jim 
Grimm,  coordinator  of  The  New 
Merchants,  Residents  & 
Professional  Association  Along 
Geary  Boulevard,  the  group  that 
sponsored  the  petition  drive. 

The  Geary  Boulevard  com¬ 
mercial  corridor,  along  with  a 
commercial  strip  on  Ocean  Ave¬ 
nue,  was  targeted  by  Grimm’s  or¬ 
ganization  after  merchants  count¬ 
ed  1 7  pedestrian  injuries  during 
the  past  year.

Free  Clinic  gets  OK  to  move 

New  California  St  location  closer  to  patient  base 
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Emergency  declaration  to  repair  eroding  Great  Hwy.

At  two  separate  Board  of 
Supervisor  meetings  last  month  - 
one  featuring  a  three-member 
committee  and  the  other  the  full 
Board  -  an  emergency  declara¬ 
tion  was  granted  to  begin  the 
planning  of  a  short-  and  long¬ 
term  repair  solution  for  an  eroded 
stretch  of  the  Great  Highway 
near  Sloat  Boulevard. 

However,  the  Department  of 
Public  Works’  plan  to  use  the 
declaration  to  build  a  rock  revet¬ 
ment  as  a  temporary  means  of 
shoring  up  the  eroding  bluff  was 
shot  down.  The  revetment,  which 


would  have  been  composed  of 
several  large  rocks  stacked  at  an 
angle  against  the  bluff,  was  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  the  wrong  solution 
by  several  environmental  groups. 

Friends  of  Ocean  Beach, 
which  led  the  charge  against  the 
revetment,  contended  that  it 
would  be  detrimental  to  the  envi¬ 
ronment,  cause  further  erosion 
and  compromise  public  safety. 

“Revetment  is  not  a  step  in  the 
right  direction,”  said  Friends  of 
Ocean  Beach  member  Lara 
Truppelli  at  the  July  13  commit¬ 
tee  meeting.  “It  can  permanently 
damage  Ocean  Beach’s  environ¬ 
ment.” 


An  alternative  to  the  revet¬ 
ment  that  was  proposed  by 
Friends  of  Ocean  Beach  is  a 
“sand  nourishment”  plan.  This 
repair  procedure,  which  is  also  a 
short-term  solution,  also  involves 
the  stacking  of  rocks.  However, 
these  rocks  would  be  buried  un¬ 
der  a  thick  layer  of  evenly  spread 
sand. 

“We  think  sand  nourishment 
combined  with  moving  the  Great 
Highway’s  southbound  road  fur¬ 
ther  inland  from  the  bluff  is  a 
better  short-term  solution,” 
Truppelli  said. 

DPW’s  principal  analyst 
Frank  Filice  said  the  sand  nour¬ 
ishment  plan  would  take  longer 
to  construct  than  the  revetment 
and  cost  more. 

“We  have  insufficient  budget 
funds  for  it,”  he  said.  “Revet¬ 
ments  have  a  minimal  effect  on 
the  environment  and  are  easier  to 
build.” 

A  sewage  treatment  plant  and 
the  San  Francisco  Zoo,  which  are 
both  contained  within  the  stretch 
of  damaged  bluffs,  may  also  be 
affected  by  the  erosion.  Filice 
said  the  possible  threat  to  these 
facilities  is  why  DPW  wants  to 
complete  repairs  before  the  start 
of  next  winter. 

Francesca  Vietor,  Executive 


Director  of  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  referred  to  the  700- 
foot  stretch  of  bluff  as  a  disaster. 

“Something  needs  to  be  done 
soon,”  she  said.  “I  was  alarmed 
to  see  the  extent  of  the  damage 
when  I  went  down  to  the  beach 
last  weekend.” 

Supervisor  Leland  Yee  had  a 
similar  assessment  of  the  prob¬ 
lem. 

“My  greatest  concern  is  that  if 
we  don’t  take  the  most  aggres¬ 
sive  action,  the  problem  will  be¬ 
come  a  lot  worse,”  he  said. 

Environmentalist  Michael 
Paquet  said  the  revetment  would 
protect  the  road,  but  damage  the 
environment 

Attorney  Amy  Quirk  said  an 
extensive  amount  of  further  dis¬ 
cussion  is  needed  before  any 
short-term  plan  is  decided  on. 

“I  don’t  think  the  Board  is  in¬ 
formed  enough  to  make  a  deci¬ 
sion  today,”  she  said. 

After  the  public  comment  seg¬ 
ment  of  the  July  13  meeting  was 
complete,  the  committee  voted 
unanimously  for  a  compromise 
plan  that  called  for  the  repairs  to 
be  a  hybrid  of  a  revetment  and 
sand  nourishment. 

“We  want  the  fortified  bluff  to 
have  minimal  revetment  with  the 
maximum  use  of  sand  to  protect 
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the  natural  character  of  the  area,” 
Supervisor  Michael  Yaki  said. 

Revetment  was  ruled  out  com¬ 
pletely  at  the  July  19  meeting. 

“The  Board  of  Supervisors 
voted  to  prohibit  the  use  of  funds 
for  the  construction  of  a  hard 
structure  such  as  a  rock  revet¬ 
ment  or  sea  wall  to  repair  the 
bluff,”  said  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Louise  Simpson.

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With  the  passage  of 
Megan’s  Law  in 
September  1996, 
law  enforcement  agencies 
were  allowed  to  provide 
citizens  with  information 
relative  to  sex  offenders. 

This  means  that  anyone 
over  the  age  of  18  (with 
identification)  who  signs  a  waiv¬ 
er  can  access  sex  offender  infor¬ 
mation  from  the  Department  of 
Justice  CD-ROM  disk  at  the 
Juvenile  Division  of  the  Police 
Department.  The  department  is 
located  3401  17th  St.  and  is  open 
between  8  a.m.  and  4  p.m.  The 
disk  contains  information  on  all 
serious  and  high-risk  sex  offend¬ 
ers  in  the  state.  Sex  offender  in¬ 
formation  may  not  be  given  out 
over  the  telephone. 

California  has  the  longest  his¬ 
tory  of  registering  sex  offenders 
in  the  United  States.  The  pro¬ 
gram  was  started  in  1944.  This 
state  has  more  than  78,000  regis¬ 
tered  sex  offenders. 

San  Francisco  has  about  three 
percent  of  that  total,  or  almost 
1,900  registered  sex  offenders. 
We  have  established  a  “Sexual 
Predator”  Unit  which  is  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  registration  of  sex  of¬ 
fenders  and  the  enforcement  of 
compliance  by  offenders. 

Section  290  of  the  California 
Penal  Code  is  the  statute  which 
covers  sex  offender  registration. 
In  the  prosecution  of  sex  offend¬ 
ers  who  fail  to  comply,  some  de¬ 
fendants  have  attempted  to  frus¬ 
trate  the  judicial  process  by 
claiming  their  residence  status  as 
homeless.  Homeless  sex  offend¬ 
ers  must  re-register  with  the  law 
enforcement  agency  where  they 
reside  every  90  days. 

Through  the  enforcement  of 
sex  offender  registration  laws, 
law  enforcement  agencies  are 
able  to  track  the  whereabouts  and 
other  important  current  informa¬ 
tion  regarding  suspects  who  may 
offend  again. 

I  have  designated  two  of  my 
sergeants  as  Sexual  Predator 
Liaison  officers  in  the  Richmond 
District.  Sergeants.  Michael

gaged  in  the  enforcement  effort. 
Their  task  is  to  locate  and  verify 
the  whereabouts  of  registered  sex 
offenders  in  the  Richmond 
District  and  to  update  all  perti¬ 
nent  information  necessary  for 
effective  recording  keeping  and 
compliance.

RICHMOND  ROUNDUP 
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Clement  Street 
Traffic  Light  Gets  OK 

The  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors  passed  a  piece  of 
legislation  in  July  that  authorizes 
funds  for  the  installation  of  a 
traffic  light  at  Eighth  Avenue  and 
Clement  Street. 

San  Francisco  Supervisor 
Michael  Yaki’s  legislation  con¬ 
cerning  pedestrian  safety  passed 
with  a  unanimous  vote.  “For  too 
long  Richmond  residents,  partic¬ 
ularly  children  and  seniors,  have 
had  to  hazard  their  way  across 
this  extremely  busy  and  danger¬ 
ous  intersection,”  Yaki  said. 
“This  ordinance  will  help  allevi¬ 
ate  a  potentially  dangerous  situa¬ 
tion.” 

Because  a  number  of  shops 
and  two  schools  are  within  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  busy 
intersection,  Yaki  said  he  was 
concerned  about  pedestrian  safe¬ 
ty.

It  is  our 
hope  to  get  this  signal  up  this  fall 
as  the  new  school  year  begins.”

Grocers  Prohibited  from 
Sharing  Consumers' 
Personal  Information 

Grocers  will  be  prohibited 
from  selling  or  sharing  a  con¬ 
sumer’s  personal  information  un¬ 
der  legislation  approved  by  the 
Assembly  Consumer  Protection, 
Governmental  Efficiency  and 
Economic  Development  Com¬ 
mittee. 

“Consumers  should  not  have 
to  provide  their  social  security 
numbers  and  driver’s  license 
numbers  to  save  money  on  gro¬ 
cery  purchases,”  said  Sen.  Jackie 
Speier  who  wrote  the  bill  which 
passed  in  July  by  an  8-0  vote.  If 
passed  by  the  full  legislature,  the 
measure  will  then  go  to  Gov. 
Gray  Davis'  desk  for  his  signa¬ 
ture. 

A  Los  Angeles  Times  survey 
in  June,  1998  showed  that  76.8 
percent  of  shoppers  belong  to 
one  or  more  supermarket  card 
programs.  The  legislation  stops 


grocers  from  requesting  social 
security  numbers  and  driver  li¬ 
cense  numbers.  In  addition,  it 
prohibits  the  selling  or  sharing  of 
a  consumer’s  name,  address,  tele¬ 
phone  number  or  other  personal 
identification  information. 

“By  prohibiting  the  collection 
of  driver’s  license  numbers  and 
social  security  numbers,  con¬ 
sumers  will  have  some  level  of 
confidence  that  they  will  not  find 
themselves  victims  of  identity 
theft,”  said  Sen.  Speier.  Identity 
theft  occurs  when  a  person’s  per¬ 
sonal  information  is  used  fraudu¬ 
lently,  such  as  to  obtain  credit 
cards  or  to  gain  access  to  bank 
accounts.

San  Francisco 
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Fort  Funston  steeped  in  military  history 


Closed  Nike  missile  site  still  visible

If  you  have  been  to  Fort 
Funston,  chances  are  it  is  for  one 
of  two  reasons  -  you’re  a  hang 
glider  or  a  dog  lover.  But  nestled 
in  the  rugged  cliffs  of  this  seaside 
area  is  an  amazing  history  most 
local  residents  know  little  about. 

“The  majority  of  people  don’t 
realize  the  gem  they  have  out 
here,”  said  Kevin  Turner  of  the 
Golden  Gate  National  Recreation 
Area  (GGNRA),  which  oversees 
the  property. 


The  main  parking  lot  is  a  good 
example.  It  is  not  just  any  old 
parking  lot.  The  three  center 
concrete  sections,  which  are  of¬ 
ten  covered  by  groups  of  cars, 
are  actually  the  remnants  of  Nike 
missile  launch  pads.  The  Nike 
missile’s  magazines  lie  directly 
below  the  parking  lot.  These 
anti-aircraft  missiles  played  a 
key  role  in  the  shoreline’s  de¬ 
fense  from  the  1950s,  until  Fort 
Funston  was  closed  as  a  military 
post  in  1963. 

The  US  Army  acquired  Fort 


Funston  in  1900  to  add  another 
link  to  the  chain  of  coastal  batter¬ 
ies  protecting  the  Golden  Gate. 

The  fort  was  named  by  the 
War  Department,  in  1917,  in 
honor  of  Major  General 
Frederick  Funston,  a  hero  of  the 
Spanish-American  War.  Funston 
was  also  famous  for  organizing 
relief  efforts  after  the  earthquake 
and  fire  of  1906. 

The  site  had  previously  been 
known  as  the  Laguna  Merced 
Military  Reservation.  That  name 
gives  you  an  idea  how  much  big¬ 
ger  Fort  Funston  once  was.  In  its 
heyday,  the  fort  included  Lake 
Merced  and  the  sites  that  the 
Olympic  Club  and  the  San 
Francisco  Zoo  are  now  on. 

Two  concrete  slabs  that  take 
up  a  big  chunk  of  the  observation 
deck  are  more  than  just  slabs, 
they  are  Base  Ends  stations. 
Soldiers  lived  in  these  stations 
for  24-hour  watches  during 
World  War  II,  where  they  con¬ 
stantly  peered  out  to  the  sea 
searching  for  enemy  ships. 

“It  was  a  pretty  tense  place 
out  here.  I  can’t  imagine  living 
out  here,”  Turner  said. 

But  it  is  Battery  Davis  that 
can  probably  lay  claim  to  earning 
Fort  Funston  much  of  its  place  in 
history  books. 

In  the  mid-1930s,  fear  of  war 
between  the  U.S.  and  Japan  was 
mounting.  The  Bay  Area  was 
crucial  to  the  Navy  and  installa¬ 
tions  on  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
had  to  be  protected. 

That  protection  would  come 
from  Army  defenses  lining  the 
coast.  But  wil^h  the  Japanese 
building  more  powerful  and  ac¬

curate  battleships,  it  was  decided 
something  had  to  be  done  to  fur¬ 
ther  strengthen  the  coastal  de¬ 
fense  system.  That  something 
was  Battery  Davis. 

Plans  put  on  hold  after  World 
War  I  were  put  back  in  motion.  A 
similar  gun  battery  was  also  built 
in  the  Marin  headlands.  Designed 
by  the  San  Francisco  District 
Office  of  the  Army  Corps  of 
Engineers,  two  large  casements 
were  built  to  protect  two  guns. 
The  guns  had  16-inch  barrels  that 
were  50-feet-long.  They  were 
leftovers,  of  sorts,  from  the 
Navy. 

“They  were  actually  built  for 
battleships,  but  never  used  on 
battleships  because  of  an  arms- 
limitation  treaty,”  said  Steve 
Haller,  a  park  historian  at  the 
GGNRA. 

In  April  1937,  the  guns  were 
moved  through  San  Francisco  on 
flatbed  trucks.  The  curious  could 
not  help  but  gather  in  the  street 
and  watch. 

The  guns  were  mounted  and 
an  enclosed  hallway  was  built  to 
connect  the  two  casements,  al¬ 
lowing  passage  for  soldiers  and 
providing  a  place  to  store  ammu¬ 
nition.  Battery  Davis  was  then 
covered  with  20  feet  of  dirt  and 
camouflaged  with  vegetation, 
such  as  the  well-known,  but  non¬ 
native,  ice.plant  that  now  covers 
much  of  Fort  Funston. 

“It  was  the  largest  gun  ever 
mounted  on  U.S.  soil.  This  was 
the  first  one  of  its  type,”  said 
Turner. 

The  huge  guns  fired  two-thou¬ 
sand  pound  shells  and  were  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  accurate  to  26  miles. 


They  were  fired  during  their  in¬ 
stallation  to  settle  their  founda¬ 
tion  into  the  sand,  but  then  sat 
idle  until  1940. 

That’s  when,  as  the  story 
goes,  the  Army  decided  to  have  a 
practice  firing  to  verify  the  guns 
were  firmly  mounted  and  Battery 
Davis  was  structurally  sound, 
and  to  test  if  the  guns  could  fire  a 
longer  distance. 

According  to  calculations, 
with  more  than  the  normal 
charge  of  gunpowder  it  was  pos¬ 
sible  the  gun  could  shoot  more 
than  26  miles.  Maybe  shells 
could  be  thrust  past  the 
Farallones  Islands  -  more  than 
30  miles  out  at  sea. 

So,  on  a  clear  day,  when  sol¬ 
diers  could  see  the  splash  as  ar¬ 
tillery  hit  the  water,  the  guns 
were  fired.  The  projectiles  went 
farther  than  anyone  expected. 
How  much  farther  no  one  knows, 
because  no  one  could  see  the 
splash. 

There  are  other  pieces  of  his¬ 
tory  scattered  throughout  the  Fort 
Funston  area:  roads  that  go 
nowhere  to  confuse  the  enemy 
from  above;  skeletons  of  ship¬ 
wrecks  caught  by  surprise  on  a 
sandbar  near  Fort  Funston’s 
coast;  and  a  Ranger’s  Station  that 
in  the  1950s  many  soldiers  called 
home.

Two  moms  trade 
in  corporate  hats

Two  mothers  who  decided  to 
trade  in  their  corporate  hats  for 
papier  mache  ones  are  the  propri¬ 
etors  of  an  art  studio  in  the 
Richmond  District. 

Owners  Suzanne  Joyal  and 
Andrea  Werlin  met  while  work¬ 
ing  together  at  Social  Venture 
Network  before  founding  Purple 
Crayon. 

“We  learned  how  to  run  a 
business  and  plan  conferences 
while  working  there,”  Joyal  said. 
“1  came  up  with  the  idea  for  the 
studio  while  trying  to  find  a  way 
to  work  with  children  and  art. 

“We  wanted  to  create  a  place 
that  we  actually  looked  forward 
to  going  to  work  at  every  day. 
We  designed  it  to  be  a  special 
and  stress  free  environment.” 

Werlin  and  Joyal  say  they  are 
fulfilling  a  dream  by  running 
Purple  Crayon. 

“It  feels  great  to  run  a  busi¬ 
ness  and  do  it  on  our  own  terms,” 
Werlin  said. 

She  said  Purple  Crayon’s  four 
instructors  take  a  laissez  faire  ap¬ 
proach  to  teaching  the  school’s 
adult  and  children  classes. 

“Our  teachers  instruct  in  a 
very  ‘hands  off’  way,”  she  said. 
“We  leave  a  lot  of  room  for  cre¬ 
ativity.” 

Purple  Crayon  has  been  at¬ 
tended  by  students  ranging  in  age 
from  20  months  to  80  years  old. 

“Officially,  the  youngest  we’ll 
take  is  two,  but  we  make  excep¬ 
tions  for  children  who  display 
patience  and  a  good  work  ethic,” 
Werlin  said.  “With  students  this 
young  we  teach  parents  how  to 
work  with  their  children.” 

Joyal  and  Werlin  strive  to  cre¬ 
ate  a  nurturing  environment  for 
children. 

“We  feel  it’s  important  for 
children  to  develop  self-esteem,” 
she  said.  “That’s  why  we  empha¬ 
size  framing  criticism  in  way  that 
can  show  them  how  their  work 
can  be  expanded.” 

Ongoing  classes  being  offered 
in  the  studio’s  current  term  in¬ 
clude  such  subjects  as  ceramics, 
sculpture,  drawing  and  water  col¬ 
or  painting.  Students  in  the 
school’s  sculpture  classes  work 
with  wood,  wire  and  fabric. 

From  Beginning  Drawing  to 
Life  Drawing,  the  studio  offers 
classes  for  all  skill  levels. 

“We  started  beginning  draw¬ 
ing  because  we  kept  getting  calls 
from  parents  with  stressed  out 
kids  who  were  required  to  draw 
for  their  classes  and  were  doing  a 
poor  job,”  Werlin  said.  “Life¬ 
drawing  and  Watercolor  Painting 
are  our  most  advanced  classes. 

“Lifedrawing  features  live  hu¬ 
man  subjects  who  are  clothed  or 


nude.  In  Watercolor  Painting, 
students  use  their  refined  draw¬ 
ing  skills  to  make  outlines  for  the 
paint  to  be  applied  to.” 

Joyal  said  the  Watercolor 
Painting  instructor  displays  ad¬ 
vanced  models  and  pictures  for 
students  to  replicate  on  their  can¬ 
vas. 

“Shading  and  color  are  heavi¬ 
ly  emphasized  for  such  projects,” 
she  said. 

Some  of  the  first  classes 
Werlin  and  Joyal  offered  were 
Story  Time  Art,  Adventures  in 
Outer  Space  and  Underwater 
Explorations.  ,, 

Joyal  said  each  session  of 
Story  Time  Art,  which  is  for  chil¬ 
dren  between  the  ages  of  three 
and  five,  begins  with  the  reading 
of  a  story  and  is  followed  by  an 
art  project  related  to  the  story. 

“During  one  class  when  a 
rainy  day  story  was  read  children 
built  umbrellas  with  various  ma¬ 
terials  on  a  canvas,”  she  said. 

For  Adventures  in  Outer 
Space,  another  children’s  class, 
students  made  rocket  ships, 
aliens  and  planet  mobiles.  One  of 
the  projects  in  Underwater 
Explorations  was  making  a  glit¬ 
ter  globe  with  plastic  plants  and 
fish,  glitter  and  jars  of  water. 

Werlin  and  Joyal  constantly 
research  every  type  of  art  supply 
catalog. 

“We  are  always  looking 
through  them  for  new  project 
ideas  and  materials,”  she  said. 

Joyal  said  three  of  Purple 
Crayon’s  instructors  are  profes¬ 
sional  artists  and  all  of  them  have 
years  of  experience  teaching 
clpldren.  Their  various  areas  of 
expertise  include  ceramics,  wa¬ 
tercolor,  photography  and  oil 
painting. 


“Our  staff  has  been  loyal  and 
helps  us  to  keep  our  schedules 
flexible  so  we  can  spend  time 
with  our  own  children  when  we 
need  to,”  she  said. 

Werlin  said  there  are  a  couple 
of  things  she  wants  students  to 
gain  from  the  various  classes. 

“It’s  an  opportunity  for  them 
to  experience  a  sense  of  accom¬ 
plishment  and  pride,”  she  said.

SUPERVISORS  WHO  ARE 
LANDLORDS  DON'T  COUNT 


The  "conflict  of  interest"  rules  as  they  apply  to  members  of 
the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  result  in  the  voice  of 
rental  property  owners  being  stifled,  at  least  on  rent  control 
issues.  When  the  board  considers  such  issues,  rental  property 
owners  are  prohibited  from  voting  or  even  participating  in  dis¬ 
cussions.  As  a  result,  only  the  supervisors  who  are  tenants  or 
owners  of  single-family  homes  can  vote  on  legislation  favor¬ 
ing  tenants. 

P roperty  owners  are  encouraged  to  communicate  with  both 
San  Francisco's  city  attorney  and  the  chair  of  the  state's  com¬ 
mission  to  demand  that  their  totally  one-sided  conflict  of  inter¬ 
est  rules  be  replaced  with  rules  that  are  fair.

Proposition  H  was  passed  b;

Voters  later  over 
turned  that  decision  by  passing 
Proposition  E,  in  Novembei 
1998,  calling  for  the  freeway  to 
end  at  Market  Street  The  issue  is 
on  the  ballot  for  a  third  time  in 
the  November  1999  election. 

But  Speier,  a  state  lawmaker, 
deferred  on  the  hot-button  local 
issue. 

“It’s  somewhat  difficult  for 
me,  from  a  position  of  represent¬ 
ing  you  in  the  state,  to  enter  into 
a  local  debate,”  Speier  said. 

“What  (local  officials)  should 
be  doing  is  reflecting  what  the 
community  of  interest  wants.”

Innovative  Strategies 
Urged  for  the  Streets  of 
San  Francisco 

The  20  or  so  people  who  at¬ 
tended  the  community  forum 
also  learned  that,  after  flirting 
with  innovative  strategies  for 
traffic  management  in  the  '70s, 
San  Francisco  abandoned  the  tac¬ 
tics  because  of  a  lack  of  support 
in  the  neighborhoods. 

Using  a  slide  show  to  drive 
his  message  home,  David  Celsea- 
Seifert,  a  member  of  the  San 
Francisco  Bicycle  Association, 
showcased  cities,  like  Berkeley, 
Boston  and  Seattle,  that  have 
successfully  used  “traffic  calm¬ 
ing”  to  divert  or  slow  down  cars 
on  busy  streets.  According  to 
Chelsea-Seifert,  a  number  of 
proven  strategies  could  work  on 
local  streets.

“We  gun  owners  resent  your 
consistent  votes  for  restrictive 
gun  laws,  which  only  affect  hon¬ 
est  people,  and  the  laws  on  the 
books  are  not  being  enforced,” 
said  the  gun  owner  to  a  smatter¬ 
ing  of  applause.

One  idea  that  caught  on  in 
Seattle  and  Portland  involves 
constructing  traffic  circles,  which 
require  cars  to  go  around  a  circle 
instead  of  straight  through  the  in¬ 
tersection. 

Other  slides  showed  a  wide 
speed  bump  which  has  more  im¬ 
pact  at  higher  speeds.  Called  a 
speed  hump,  the  physical  alter¬ 
ation  has  the  effect  of  slowing 
cars  down  to  15  mph. 

In  San  Francisco,  positive  ex¬ 
amples  of  traffic  calming  strate¬ 
gies  include  the  Duboce  Triangle 
and  Peralta  Street  in  Bernal 
Heights. 

“In  the  Duboce  Triangle  area, 
one  traffic  line  was  taken  out, 
landscaping  was  put  in  place  and 
areas  were  made  for  people  to  sit. 

“By  closing  Peralta  Street,  a 
street  that  was  a  commuter  artery 
became  a  community  area,”  he 
said.

“Criminals  don’t  obey  these 
laws,”  shot  back  the  gun  owner.

Speier  concluded  the  meeting 
with  a  reminder  that  she  would 
open  her  first  office  in  San 
Francisco  in  July  in  the  State 
Office  Building  at  the  comer  of 
Van  Ness.

Other  examples  include  tex¬ 
tured  crosswalks,  traffic  barriers 
that  divert  traffic,  curb  extensions 
to  narrow  streets  at  the  intersec¬ 
tion  or  mid-block,  median  barri¬ 
ers  and  raised  intersections. 

The  residents  got  their  say 
during  a  question  and  answer 
session  with  Officer  Ray  Shine, 
who  investigates  traffic  fatalities 
for  the  police  department.  Most 
of  their  complaints  were  about 
bicyclists. 

“They  should  be  licensed. 
That  way,  when  they  break  the 
law,  there  would  be  a  way  to 
keep  track  of  them,”  said  one 
participants 

Others  suggested  making  in¬ 
surance  mandatory  for  cyclists. 

Residents  also  raised  concerns 
about  the  latest  fad  to  hit  city 
sidewalks  -  skateboards  pro¬ 
pelled  by  gasoline  motors.  Shine 
said  the  state  legislature  is  con¬ 
sidering  legislation  that  would 
make  licensing  mandatory. 

Until  then,  “they  have  fallen 
through  the  cracks,”  Shine  said.

How  to  choose 
a  good  real 
estate  agent 

John  M.  Lee 


ith  more 
than  3,000 
real  estate 
agents  selling  prop¬ 
erties  in  San 
Francisco,  how  do 
you  go  about 
choosing  an  agent 
to  service  your  real 
estate  needs?  Do 
you  choose  a  friend,  neighbor  or 
co-worker?  Should  you  work 
with  a  large  firm,  a  small  firm,  a 
franchise  or  an  independent 
agent? 

While  there  are  exceptions  to 
every  rule,  and  every  market¬ 
place  is  different,  here  are  some 
solid  rules  to  apply  when  you 
want  the  best  representation  to 
protect  your  interests. 

Demand  Experience 

The  real  estate  profession  is 
plagued  by  a  high  turnover  rate. 
Statistics  show  that  50  percent  of 
realtors  do  not  make  it  past  their 
first  year  in  the  business,  and 
then  another  50  percent  of  those 
who  remain  do  not  make  it  past 
their  second  year.  This  creates  a 
workforce  that  is  made  up  of 
many  newcomers. 

Always  try  to  look  for  an 
agent  with  at  least  two  years  of 
experience.  Anyone  still  in  the 
business  after  two  years  has 
probably  learned  the  fundamen¬ 
tals  of  real  estate  and  is  on  their 
way  to  becoming  an  experienced 
agent. 

Commitment 

Another  problem  we  have  in 
the  industry  is  a  large  number  of 
part-time  salespeople.  They  have 
either  retired  from  some  other  ca¬ 
reer,  work  in  real  estate  seasonal¬ 


ly,  such  as  teachers  working  the 
summer  in  real  estate,  or  are 
earning  a  second  income  for  the 
family  by  working  evenings  and 
weekends. 

No  matter  how  long  they  have 
been  in  the  business,  a  lack  of 
full-time  commitment  makes  it 
impossible  for  them  to  keep  up 
with  the  vast  changes  in  the  law, 
market  conditions  and  current 
business  practices  in  the  profes¬ 
sion  today.  If  an  agent  is  not  full¬ 
time,  consider  looking  for  some¬ 
one  else. 

Education 

Obtaining  a  real  estate  license 
is  extremely  easy.  All  someone 
has  to  do  is  to  take  one  class  and 
pass  a  multiple-choice  exam  and 
he  or  she  can  sell  real  estate.  You 
cannot  rely  on  licensing  to  indi¬ 
cate  competence.  And,  unfortu¬ 
nately,  many  agents’  real  estate 
education  ends  with  their  preli¬ 
censing  education. 

Look  for  someone  who  is  ed¬ 
ucated  in  real  estate  and  updates 
their  education  by  attending  sem¬ 
inars  to  learn  the  most  current 
trends  and  selling  techniques. 

Conduct  Interviews 

Before  you  hire  an  agent  to 
help  you  buy  or  sell  a  home,  you 
should  interview  at  least  three 
agents  in  person.  In  order  to  do 


this,  first  get  rec¬ 
ommendations 
from  friends,  fami¬ 
ly  and  neighbors. 
Then  look  on  the 
web,  in  trade  mag¬ 
azines  and  in  the 
local  newspaper  to 
see  what  kind  of 
marketing  the  vari¬ 
ous  agents  and  companies  are  do¬ 
ing  in  your  area  and  call  the  few 
that  impress  you. 

Then  make  brief  fact-finding 
calls  to  determine  which  of  the 
agents  on  your  list  are  full  time 
and  experienced.  The  interview 
itself  need  not  be  a  formal  one.  It 
is  just  time  for  you  to  meet  the 
agents,  explain  your  real  estate 
needs  and  to  determine  whether 
you  will  be  comfortable  working 
with  them. 

When  you  talk  to  potential 
agents,  ask  whatever  questions 
you  like  or  simply  explain  your 
goals  and  listen  carefully  to  what 
they  propose  to  do. 

If  you  follow  the  suggestions 
above,  you  will  find  that  there  are 
excellent  agents  working  for  both 
large  and  small  firms  and  good 
independent  agents,  too.  The  real 
decision  must  be  made  based  on 
the  competency  of  the  individual 
agent  you  will  be  working  with 
on  a  day-to-day  basis.

Union  Street  along  with  thousands  of  other 
tourists. 

Cafe  de  Paris,  which  has  been  open  for 
17  years  and  is  formerly  known  as 
L’Entrecote,  is  one  of  the  best  spots  to  rest 
and  eat  to  your  heart’s  content.  At  this 
restaurant  you  can  relax  and  dine  outside 
in  the  covered  patio  in  front  of  the  restau¬ 
rant,  in  the  small  backyard  or  inside. 

The  decor  is  a  soft  pink  with  comfort¬ 
able  chairs  and  tables.  Live  French  folk 
and  light  rock  music  can  be  heard  on 
Friday  and  Saturday  nights. 

The  two  special  offerings  at  this  restau¬ 
rant  are  a  dinner  salad  with  perfect  vinai¬ 
grette  over  baby  greens  and  a  secret  steak 
sauce.  Both  items  are  sold  in  bottles  at  the 
restaurant. 

Since  I  wasn’t  too  hungry,  I  only  or¬ 
dered  the  restaurant’s  le  petite  salade  aux 
noix  (butter  lettuce  with  walnuts  and  house 
dressing,  $4.75)  and  French  onion  soup 
($6.50). 

The  salad  was  delicious,  light  and  re¬ 
freshing.  The  soup  was  inundated  with 
onions  and  there  was  a  thick  layer  of 
cheese  on  the  top. 

My  husband  ordered  l’entrecote  de 
Paris  ($17.95),  the  house  specialty,  which 
was  a  New  York  charbroiled  steak.  It  came 
covered  in  the  restaurant’s  steak  sauce. 

This  entree  includes  a  small  salad  with  the 
house  dressing. 

The  menu  offers  several  salad,  soup, 
crepe,  omelet,  dessert  and  entree  choices.

The  dinner  menu  specialties  included 
warm  spinach  salad  with  mushrooms,  wal¬ 
nuts  and  chevre  cheese  ($8.95),  basil  ravi¬ 
oli  with  wild  mushrooms  and  sauce  de 
veau  ($15.95)  and  seared  halibut  with 
Mediterranean  sauce  ($19.95). 

Regular  items  range  in  price  from 
$15.95  for  grilled  and  marinated  baby 
chicken  with  wild  mushroom  sauce  to 
$21 .95  for  grilled  rack  of  lamb  served  with 
cotes  du  rhone  wine  sauce. 

The  wine  list  features  some  of  the  best 
wines  from  France  and  California.  The 
prices  range  from  $13  for  half  a  bottle  of 
Terres  Blanches  —  from  Coteaux  d’  Aix 
en  Provence,  France  —  to  a  high  of  $185 
for  Opus  One,  Memage,  Mondavi  and 
Rothschild.  However,  most  wines  are 
priced  between  $24  to  $28  a  bottle.  The 
restaurant  also  offers  sparkling  wines  and 
champagnes  priced  between  $28  and  $169. 

The  listing  of  desserts  features  several 
fresh  fruit  and  ice  cream  concoctions.  All 
but  two  of  the  desserts  are  priced  at  $5.95. 
The  semi  souffle  du  chocolat  ($9.95)  is  a 
slice  of  chocolate  cake  with  vanilla  ice 
cream,  assiette  de  fromage  is  composed  of 
assorted  cheeses  with  fresh  fruits  and 
croutons  and  tarte  tatin  is  caramelized  ap¬ 
ples  baked  in  a  pastry  crust. 

After  leaving  Cafe  de  Paris  you  may 
feel  a  bit  overfed.  However,  you  will  be 
too  happy  to  complain.  Even  as  we  wan¬ 
dered  across  the  street  to  see  a  movie,  we 
began  plotting  our  return.

My  other  budget  requests 
were  for  items  that  will  help  im¬ 
prove  the  overall  quality  of  life 
in  the  Richmond.  I  obtained 
$25,000  to  make  capital  im¬ 
provements  at  the  Richmond 
District  Neighborhood  Center. 
And  in  response  to  a  request 
from  the  Friends  of  Sutro 
Heights,  1  included  $100,000  in 
the  budget  to  restore  Parcel  4,  a 
piece  of  land  near  Ocean  Beach. 
Currently  the  Golden  Gate 
National  Recreation  Area  owns 
several  acres  surrounding  this 
property.  These  funds  will  allow 
the  City  to  make  necessary  recre¬ 
ational  improvements  on  the  land 
so  that  it  can  be  donated  to  the 
GGNRA  and  made  available  for 
all  residents  to  enjoy.  Finally,  I 
supported  Supervisor  Teng’s  re¬ 
quest  to  provide  an  additional  $1 
million  to  increase  quality  child 
care.
